This Genealogy is drawn up at the request of Charles Henry 
Prichard, Esq., of Brislington, Somerset. 

A Genealogy of this family was drawn up, printed, and privately circulated 
in 1864. 

Herein will be found some corrections, and much additional information, 
which careful examination of all existing records in London, LandafF, Abergavenny; 
Oxford, &c, has brought to light, (a.) 

To avoid confusion of the direct line from father to son of this family, 
the pedigrees of various houses, of whom members married in to this family, 
aro given in the Appendix. The doscent is lineal male from A.D. 520, to 
this century ; when tho sonior branch of the senior line came to be represented 
by Mary Anne, wife of the Rev. Thomas Gregory, of Henlow, ultimate solo 
heiress of Christopher Prichard, and afterwards by her two daughters, and 
co-heiresses: — 1st, Mary Anne, wife of John Smart; 2nd, Eliza, wife of the 
Rev. W. S. Chalk. And when also the senior branch of tho junior line came 
to be represented by Sarah, wife of John Gardiner, of Chepstow, and 
ultimate sole heiress of William Prichard. The families of Brislington, and 
Inverness Terrace, London, herein recorded, are lineal male throughout. 



A. Whether owing to the destruction of Raglan Castle, whither many of the Royalist 
County Families sent their documents for preservation during the perilous time of the 
rebellion ; or owing to the destruction of Landaff Cathedral by fire, the wills of the 
Prichards, of Lanover, have failed to be preserved, and are to be found neither at 
LandafT, nor in London. The will of Barbara Rumscy, the wife of Judge Rumsey, 
(ma. circ. 1606) who is said by Jones, in his "History of Brecknock," to have been of 
the Lanover family, is preserved at Landaff, but it throws no light upon the genealogy 
of the family, nor upon the manner in which any Lanover property was disposed of ; 
it was proved 1653. 
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Illustrations of the Arms are given only of such families as 
(having intermarried with this house) were anciently quartered, or have descended 
by right of heiresses or co-heiresses, (b.)

B. In Burke's "Armory," the arms of several families of Prichard are entered; of these 
none bear the device of ar., a Wyvem's head er. vert, in its mouth, a hand gu. with 
guttee de sang, save the Prichards of Chorley and Preston. This device has been 
borne, without intermission, by both the Anglo-Welsh, and the Welsh branches of 
the Lanover family of Prichard. 
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PREFATORY. 



Genealogists have generally been contented to place at the source of 
this family the name of <&aral)0C Urafd^UrajEf ; he is called the 
founder of the dynasty of the Princes between Wye and Seaverne ; 
his father was a son of the Prince of Gloucester ; his mother was 
co-heiress of the Prince of Brecon ; and his wife was sole heiress of the 
King of Monmouth. In the Welsh Bardic poems, (c.) Caradoc is called 
" Arthurs Favourite Kniyht" A learned Antiquarian of Wales considers it to 
be vain to mix up the name of an historic personage, like Caradoc, with the 
myth of" Arthur's Bound Table;" on the other hand it does not appear that 
Arthur may be so readily effaced as mythical. " No King has received so much 
justico at the hands of peoples and nations, and so much injustice at the hands 
of closet historians, as this truly British Sovereign." (d.) u The Unity of 

Arthur is a thing not to be given up The individuality of Arthur stands 

on the testimony of Welsh Bards up to his own date, and of universal tradition." 
(e.) With reference to this historic question, Archdeacon Coxe has the following 
passage, (he is speaking of the Prichards, of Lanover) : — " Thisancient family 
resided at Lanover Court in this parish, now a farm house, and was succeeded 
by the Rumseys, who, unable to derive their origin from a Knight of the 
Round Table, and a companion in arms of King Arthur, yet yielded unwillingly 
the palm of descent to their predecessors." (f.) Again, the learned antiquarian, 
Dr. Lipscombe, does not hesitate to speak of Caradoc Vraich-Vras as " one of 
the Knights of Arthur's Round Table, Lord of the Dolorous Tower" with so 
many, and so great to give countenance to the old tradition, it will not be an 
instance of great credulity (at least in this preface) further to quote tho History of 
Christian Names upon Arthur's story. " No Keltic name approaches in renown 
to that of the central figure of the Round Table ; yet in the very dazzle of his 
brightness, his person has been so much lost, that as the author of "Welsh 
Sketches" observes, * Whereas Peter Schlemihl lost his shadow, Arthur has lost 

his substance.' Arthur seems to have been the son of Uthyr, 

(Pendragon) also called Meirig ap Tewdrig ; and a relative of Gwrthoyrn, and 
Emrys ; whom he succeeded, bearing the title of * Pendragon ' in his own

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tongue, and of * Imperator * in Latin, which was the language of politics 
to the Britons. A Silurian, like Caradwg, his spirit was the same, and his 
hereditary possessions would seem to have heen on the Welsh border, with 
Gaerleon on Uske for their capital ; but he was born at Tintagel, in Cornwall, 
and he was prompt in flying to the aid of the British cause in all quarters. 
The West Saxons were his chief enemies, and his battles, twelve in number, 
are almost all in the kingdom of Wessex; but he must also have been 
acknowledged by the Northern Britons of the old province of Valentia, and 
have ruled over 1 fair Strathcluyd, and Rsged Wide ' from his fortress at Carlisle. 
After a brave reign of forty years he at length perished by tho treachery of h^s 
nephew, but whether his last fatal battle was fought in Cornwall, or in Somerset, 
it Beems impossible to determine, though the latter county seems the most 
probable, since he was certainly carried away wounded to Glastonbury, and 
there died, and was buried, but with such secrecy that his return was long 
hoped for. The Cymry mourned passionately, and the Welsh bards made 
Triads." Co.) 

Tho office of one order of the ancient British Bards was, to preserve the 
genealogies of families, upon which important civil rights depended. The Saxon 
historian, Sharon Turner, has written " A Vindication of the Genuineness of the 
Writings of the Ancient British Bards" These bring the unbroken line of 
Caradoc, from Beli Mawr B.C. 100, through Lud, King of Britain, B.C 50. 
Occasion has often been taken to disparage the Welsh pedigroes by those who 
havo neither examined the ancient British literature, nor the proofs which have 
been produced of its genuineness and its importance; therefore, to avoid all 
occasion for captious criticism, this genealogy will not rise out of the clouds of 
the more remote antiquity, but will commence with the indisputably historic 
personage, Caradoc Vraich-Yras. His lineal male ancestry will bo found by the 
curious relegated to the appendix; but slight notice of his immediate origin 
being introduced into the account of that Prince. 

Notice should now be taken that in the learned article in the Cambrian 
Journal already quoted, the ancestry of Caradoc diti'ors from the usual authorities, 
in that it is deduced through Gwawl, a daughter of Coel Godeberg-, 
instead of from Cenaw his son. This, however, does not affect the descent 
from Caradoc ap Bran (Caractacus), (No. i.) by the marriage of 
Coel with Caradoc's descendant, the heiress of the Princes of Cambria, the 
Princess Seradvan or Stradwen, which is universally allowed. The 
mention of the name Caradoc ap Bran, introduces a subject of such vast 
interest, that the treatment of it by R. W. Morgan in his " Cymry " may well be 
introduced without fear of tedium.

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"Caradoc, the son of Bran, succeeded his father, who resigned 
to him the princedom of Cambria. His residence was the site of the present 
Dunraven Castle, in the centre of his dominions Siluria. When taken prisoner 
to Rome he was preserved from the criminal's fate by the admiration which 
he excited; he was permitted to reside seven years in free custody in Rome, 
his aged father Bran, and the whole Royal Family being retained as hostages. 
His residence was the palace on the declivity of the Mons Sacra, converted by his 
grand-daughter Pudentiana into the first christian church in Romo, now 
known as 'Stunt Pudentiana.' (No. a.) 

Here his daughter Claudia (Gladys), married Rufus Pudens, a Roman 
Patrician, who had filled high civil and military position in Britain. Two of the 
brothers of Claudia, were Cyllinus, who died in Britain ; and Linus . uho 
was ordained by S. Paul, the first Bishop of Rome. Rufus Pudens was converted 
to Christianity by his wife, herself a convert by tho Arithmathcean Mission 
certainly before the first arrival of S. Paul in Romo, for Rufus is mentioned in 
the epistle to tho Romans, written prior to his visit, viz., S. Paul's arrival in tho 
year 56. Bran, Caractacus, and tho other members of the Silurian Royal Family, 
were baptized by him. From this the palaco on the Mons Sacra became the 
home of tho Apostles when they visited Rome. 

In 59, Aristobulus, (h.) brother to Barnabas, and father-in-law to S. 
Peter, was ordained by S. Paul, first Bishop of the Britons, and left Rome with 
Bran, Caractacus, and the Royal Family ; Bran, on account of this second phase 
in the introduction of Christianity into Britain, is known as one of the benefactors 
of the island, and the epithet of " The Blessed " given him. 

In CO, S. Paul visited Caradoc, and returned to the continent, after 
some months, with Claudia, Pudens, and Linus. 

In 67, on the evening precoding his execution, he wrote his farewell 
epistle to Timothy ; tho only salutations are from the British family, Pudens, 
Linus, Eubulus, and Claudia, who thus, through God's grace, ministered to 
the sorrows of the founder of tho Gentile Church." 

The British Church thus takes precedence of foundation over all others 
and it is also eminent in its resistance to Rome, no longer primitive but papal. 
It retained its national independence from 155 to 1208, when, in defiance of the

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repeated protests of the clergy, it was incorporated into the Roman Catholic 
Church, introduced into Saxondom (as England was called) by Augustine in 590. 

From the fact that kings were the nursing fathers, and Queens the 
nursing mothers of the British Church, namely, Bran, Caradoc, Claudia, Cyllinus, 
Lucius, it was distinguished among churches as " Reyia Domius." 

Britain was not only the first christian country, but she made her 
confession when Borne was pagan and persecuting. The monasteries of the 
church were on a scalo not since rivalled. Bangor was earlier founded than any 
monastery in Europe, or Asia, by above a century. Sir W. Churchill says, " I 
take Bangor, endowed by King Lucius, (j.) to be, as the first, so the greatest 
monastery that ever was (I say not in this island only) but in any part of the 
world; whose foundations were laid so deep, that no Roman Emperor persecutor 
could undermine it, the religious continuing in the peaceful exercise of their 
religion until the entrance of those accursed pagans, the Saxons." 

At one time ten thousand teachers and students were at Bangor. Its 
destruction by the Saxons, A.D. 607, forms one of the gloomiest pages in our 
insular annals; its colleges, churches, &c, covered a square of five miles from 
gate to gate. 

In 106, Britain finally separated from Rome; elected Constantine the 
Great, son of Helen, for its sovereign. 

Pope Gregory sent Augustine to assert his supremacy; the conference 
was held with the British Bishops, under the protection of Brochwel, Prince of 
Powys. The Papal proposition was rejected in the following dignified terms: 
u Deference we can pay to the Bishop of Rome, as to any other christian, but in 
all other respects our deference is dae to the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Caerleon, 
who alone, under God, is our ruler to keep us right in the way of salvation." 
Augustine threatened them with death ; this insolenco from a friar of a petty 
mission (to the barbarian pagans of Kent) to a church counting in Britain arid 
on the continent four Archbishops, and thirty Bishops, and such universities 
as Bangor and Llanithyd, was too much; but Augustine executed his unchristian 
threats. At his instigation Ethelbert persuaded Edelfrid, pagan King of Northum- 
bria, to invade tho domains of Brochwel. Edelfrid's army was fifty thousand

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mou. Brochwel mot him at Chester. On an eminence near the battle field were 
twelve hundred British priests of the University of Bangor praying for the success 
of the christian arms. Edelfrid asked who those in white were, and why, 
instead of fighting, they were on their knees ; on hearing they were christians 
praying to their God, he directed his forces against them, massacred them all, 
and advancing to Bangor, put all the priests and students to the sword, and burnt 
the halls, colleges, and churches. After a few days Edelfrid was repulsed by 
Brochwel, with the loss of ten thousand men; and peace was concluded on 
Edelfrid acknowledging the Pendragon's sovereignty over the island. The 
British army on returning halted at Bangor, the ashes of the noble monastery 
were smoking; its libraries, the collection of ages, were consumed, half- ruined 
walls, gates, and rubbish, marked alone the sito of those magnificent edifices. 
These were crimsoned with blood, and scattered with the dead bodies of priests, 
students, and choristers ; a scene which left a quenchless desire for vengeance 
in the breasts of the Cymric soldiery/' (k.) 

- 

The Cromlech Gaerllwd, (Xo. m.) Not far from Chepstow, is 
said to mark the resting place of that noblest amongst heroes, Caradoc ap 
Bran. It is the only cromlech in Monmouthshire, the upper stone is twelvo 
feet by three and a half feet ; the uprights from four to five feet. It seems to 
have been surrounded by a trench and a bank ; it has now boon broken down, 
and had it not been for timely interposition of the antiquary it would, liko 
Glastonbury Abbey, have been, ero this, made use of to mend the roads. There 
are drawings of it extant taken before its desecration, it having been reverently 
left standing for eighteen hundred years. It stands on a hill northwards from the 
town of Caerwent, about four miles. Caruth, the bard, in an ode to the 
memory of this chieftain, says, with reference to this grave, 

" The Castle of Dinham is consecrated to his memory, 

It riseth near his grave ; 
In the ancient lore of the learned is it written 
• On the Mount which lieth north of the great city, 

€btxt sleep* ©aractacu*, 

Till God, the God of Bran, appears on earth.' "

" On the other hand, a pure British literature has been perpetuated in 
this island (Britain) from the faintest dawn of history to the present time ; this 
consists of the Historic Triads of the island of Britain ; (of 300, of which 
160 are extant) of ' Bardic Poems,' and of various fragments of ' Druid 
Philosophy.' To this evidence is added Camps, Cromlochs, Circles, and 
Temples." 

Speaking of the account of the peopling of ' the White Island ' after the 
flood, by the tribe of Kymry under Hu G a darn, Morgan says : " This 
account is a very striking one, its date precedes, by many centuries, the 
earliest traditions of Greece and Rome ; the statements are in the most entire 
accordance with the results of the most recent investigation into the origin of 
Languages and Nations :" " the Kymric is the substructure of all the Keltic 
tongues and of the archaic element in Greek, Latin, Sanscript, (Bunsen's 
Christianity, and Mankind, vol. 4, paye 158. ; all other languages can bo 
traced to an alien source, this alone cannot, it is certain it was brought by the 
Kymry into Britain as it was spoken by their forefathers in Armenia, B.C. 1700, 
and that its purity and integrity have been guarded by them in all ages with 
jealous care ; it is the witness, alike above suspicion and corruption, to the 
extreme antiquity of their nationality and civilization." 

One of ' the Triads ' is the following : "The three benefactors of the 
British nation ; first, Hu, the Mighty, who first instructed the Cyniry in 
the art of ploughing, when they were in the Summer land, before they came 
to the Isle of Prydain." 

" That the Cymry of Britain, who occupy Wales, are the lineal descendants 
of these primitive Cymry has never, we believe, been seriously doubted." (Art. 
on Mosaic Ethnology, in Cambrian Journal.) 11 The researches of the learned 
( writes Davidson, British and Roman Remains, paye 6 ) are daily adding to an 
accumulation of evidence which tends to prove that the aborigines of Britain 
sprang from an eastern origin." 
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With reference to the second colonization of ' the White blind/ 
( Inys Wen ) by Brutus, (l.) tho grandson of Julius Ascanius, sou of 
iEneas, (m.) by Creusa, daughter of Priam, we quote the following prophecy (tho 
oldest Gentile prophecy excepting that of Balaam) delivered by the oracle of 
Diana at Melita to Brutus flying from Italy, in consequence of his accidental 
parricide ; a prophecy afterwards engraved in Archaic Greek on tho Altar of 
Diana, in New Troy, Caer Troia ( London ) ; and translated later into Latin by 
Nennius, a British prince attached to the court of Claudius Gothicus, Emperor, 
uncle to Constantius.

The most learned Jurists refer the original Institutes of our Island to the 
Trojan law, brought by Brutus; Lord Chief Justice Coke (Preface to Vol. Hi. 
of Reports) affirms " The original laws of this island were composed of such 
elements as Brutus first selected from the ancient Greek and Trojan Institutions." 
Lord Chancellor Fortescuo ( in his work on the Lows of England ) observes 
" Concerning the different powers which kings claim over their subjects, I am 
firmly of opinion that it arises solely from the difl'erent nature of the original 



L. Henceforward called "Brut-tan," or the "land of Brutus." His descent from the 
Trojans was undisputed for 1500 years; and the Trojan descent alone solves the 
peculiarities in the laws and usages of the country. — Morgan's Cambria, 

Britain, according to the ancient British Triads, derived its name from Prydain, son of Aedd 
the Great— T. Evans. 

M. All the genealogies of the British Kings and Princes trace up through Beli the Great, to 
JEneas, and Dardanus, and Gomer. The antiquity of their literature and genealogies 
has given rise to the clever saying, that, in Welsh pedigrees, Adam is placed about 
the middle. 

N. It was placed by Brutus in the court of the Temple of Diana on the White Mount 
(where the Tower now stands) ; 'the Sacred Stone,' the pedestal of the Palladium 
from Troy. On it the British Kings were sworn to observe the usuages of Britain. It 
is now known as 'London Stone,' and is embedded in another stone on the south 
side of St. Saviour's Church, Cannon Street. 
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institutions ; so the kingdom of Britain had its original from Bratns, and the 
Trojans, who attended him from Italy and Greece, and was a mixed government, 
compounded of the regal and democratic." 

The descent from BRUTUS, to Beli Mawr is found in am of the ancient 
Royal Pedigrees ; the names of the princes arc, 

Locrinus, his eldest son, who married Gwendoline, sole daughter 
of Corineus, or Keryn, duke of the western Keryn, or promontory, now known as 
Cornwall. This princess caused Sabrina, the daughter of her rival Estrildis, 
to be drowned in the river, now called after her, Sabrina, or Severne; in 
Welsh, Hafren. 

Third son, Madoc, founder of Caer Madoc, {Doncaster.) 

His son, Membricius (Membyr), who transferred the colleges, 
erected by Dares Phrygius, from Cirencester to its present site, Oxford. 
[Caer Mymbyr.) This prince perished by wolves at Wolverstone, (Pont 
Bleiddan,) near Oxford. 

Evroc the Great, his son, founder of Caer Evroc, (York,) Caer 
Edin, {Edinburgh,) and Caer Dolur, (Damborouyh Castle.) Ho overran Franco 
and Central Europe. 

Brutus Darian Las, (of the Blue Shield,) his son, succeeded to 
Evroc Gadarn. 

Leil, founder of Chester, and Caer Leil, {Carlisle.) 

Rhun Paladr Bras, {Stronyshaft,) founder of Caer Paladr, (Shaft*- 
bury.) Caer Wynt, {Winehester.) Caer Caint, {Canterbury.) lie also built 
many Druidic Circles and Temples. His date is B.C. 892 ; contemporary with 
the prophet Zachariah. 

Bleddyn, or Bladud, builder of CaerBadon, (Bath,) and of a magnifi- 
cent circular temple there. 

Lear, or Llyr, founder of Caer Lcir, {Leicester.) There is much of 
historic truth in the two plays Shakspeare has founded upon the history of this 
prince, and upon the history of his ancestor Brutus. The succession then 
descended through Cordelia, Kynnedda, Rivallo, Gorust, Cecil, (Sitsyllt,) Iago, 
Cyniac, to Gorvod, in whose two sons Fer and Por, perishing by civil war, 
the elder male line of Brutus closed. 
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After an interregnum passed in settling the claims to succession, 
Dyvnwal Moelmud, hereditary dnke of Cornwall, and representative 
paternally aud maternally of the younger branch of Brutus' line, (o.) was, by 
general consent, acknowledged 1 Sovereign Paramount.' He systematized the 
laws of Britain known as ' tho Triads,' to whoso almost christian charity these 
few examples witness : 

"There are three ends of law: prevention of wrong; punishment of 
wrong; insurance of rotributiou." 

"There are three thieves who shall not suffer punishment: a woman 
compelled by her husband; a child; a necessitous person, who has gone through 
three towns, and through uine houses in each town, without being able to obtain 
charity, though he asked for charity." 

"There are three orders against which no weapon may be bared; a 
woman; a child under fifteen; and an unarmed man."' 

"There are thrco property-birthrights of every Briton; five British 
acres of land for a home ; tho right of armorial bearings ; the right of suffrage 
in the enacting of the laws, (the niule at twenty-one, the female at her 
marriage.)" 

" There are three persons who have a right to public maintenance ; tho 
old; the babe; the foreigner who cannot speak the British tongue." 

Dyvnwal also laid down the nine great paved roads of communication 
between the cities of Britain, traversing the island from east to west, from north 
to south. After a memorable reign of forty years, he was buried at the "White 
Tower in Caer Troia. His widow Corwenna, afterwards saved tho island from 
civil war between her two sons, Bolinus and Brenus. 

Bolinus carried on the roads of his father, and the origin of the term 
• King's Highway,' is found in the triad concerning the nine Belinian Roads.

"The race of Cambrian heroes (who have been the boast of Heraldry from the foundation of 
that science) upon authority of the Royal Commission, by King Henry vii., as extracted 
from the old Chronicles of Wales." Lipscombe's Bucks, Vol. i. page 70. 
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''There are three things free to a country; the river; the road; and the 
temple; these are under the protection of God, whoever in them draws weapon, 
is a capital criminal." 

Belinus married Hhonilla, daughter of Seguin, Prince of Liguria. 
After reconciliation with his brother Brennus, at the mediation of their mother, 
the two armies, numbering 800,000, over-ran Celtica, and joined by the 
Ligurians, crossed the Alps; their prowess is narrated by Plutarch; and tho list 
of cities founded by Brennus in Italy, preserved by Pliny and Justin. Belinus, 
marching northward, subjugated Germany, and employed the end of his reign in 
buildings at home. Belins Castle, ( Billings-gate,) and the stupendous embankment 
of the Thames, were begun and completed under this monarch. He built Caer 
Leon, or Caer Use, and repaired Cur-gawr (Stonehenge.) He died aged 80. 

Gwrgant, the Peaceful; in his reign Denmark (Dacia) was 
reduced to its former state of annexation. From this date, to fifty years preceding 
the Julian invasion, Britain enjoyed prosperity under the kings, Gorvonian 
the Just, Artegal, Elidyr the Pious, Vigen, Peredur, March, 
Morgan, Einion, Khun, Geraint, Cadell, Coel, Por, Corineus, 
Fulgen Eldad, Androgeus, Urien, Eliud. Cledor, Cleton, 
Geraint, Merion, Bleddyn, Cap, Owen, Cecil, Blegabred, 
Arthmail, Eldol, Red ion, Rhydderch Sawl, Pir, Cap II., 
Manogan, his son, Beli Mawr, ( the Great j. 

Beli reigned forty years. He had three sons Lud, Caswallon, 
(Cassivelaun) and Nennius. 

Lud succeeded him. He rebuilt the walls of Caer Troia, with seven 
principal towers and gates ; one of these, Ludgate, retains his name. He issued an 
edict commanding that the city be called Lud-din (Londinium) instead of Caer 
Troia ; an insurrection of the people, under Nennius, caused him to abandon this 
project, which, however, was at last carried out by his son, Androgeus. He 
was buried in the vault under his tower at Ludgate. He left two sons, 
Androgeus, (Avarwy) and Tenuantius minors : their uncle Cassivelaun was 
proclaimed regent, and ultimately Pendragon. He gave Kent and the governorship 
of London to Avarwy, and Tenuantius ho made Duke of Cornwall. 

At this time the religion was Druidic : concerning which it is sufficient 
here to quote Caesar's remarkable words, "The Druids hold that by no other 
way than the ransoming of man's life by the life of man is reconciliation with 
the Divine justice of the immortal Gods possible." 
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The seats of the three Arch-Druids of Britain : —

The revolution of 2000 years has not sufficed to altogether change the 
original names of these cities. The students at the colleges numbered at times 
00,000, these included the young nobility of Britain and Gaul. The Druids 
exercised the magisterial office. The canonicals of the Arch-Druids were 
extremely gorgeous : the Druids' vestments were white : the Bards' blue. 
Lucan, and Valerius Maximus both testify to the Druidic faith in the immortality 
of the soul. 

On the invasion of Britain by Julius Csesar, the excuse he held was, 
that they had first aggressed. This is borne out by the historic 'Triads' 
which give a full account of the landing at Brest, B.C. 57, of Cassivelaun, with his 
nephews, Gwenwynwyn, and Gwanar; and of their marching south to recover 
Flur, the affiancod bride of Cassivelaun, carried off, it is said, at the instigation 
of Julius Caesar. Flur was brought home to Caer Troia, which act caused the 
invasion of Caesar. At Canterbury, Cassivelaun defeated Caisar who fled; nor 
did he escape the accusation at Rome of cowardice. 

" Territa qucesitis ostendit terga Britannis." 

In Britain, on his arrival, Cajsar, for the first time saw the Trojan system 
of chariot-warfare (p.) with the scythed- wheels, of which he had read in the Iliad. 

P. "The Chariots were built of well-seasoned wood, many of them richly blazoned and 
adorned with the precious metals. They generally held two, but sometimes four 
combatants. They were drawn by two horses abreast, so thoroughly broken in to their 
work, that Ciesar declares in descending a hill full speed they would, on a motion of 
the charioteer, wheel round and retrace their course, scarcely slackening their spec'. 
They drove standing ; from the axle trees of the wheels, keen falchions of great brr 
projected, rendering it a matter of no small peril to attack the chariot on the 
Morgan's- Cambria, page 71. 
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He was driven back to Boulogne on the 28rd September, B.C. 55. Avarwy 
having throughout acted the part of a traitor, sometimes too successfully, fled the 
country, and, after the death of Cassivelaun, 

Tenuantius reigned in peace with Rome; he left two sons, Cynvelin, 
and Llyr, father of Bran, Prince of Cambria. 

To him succeeded his son Cynvelin (Cymbeline), educated by Cnesar 
Augustus in his own palace. 

After 85 years reign, his eldest son, Gwyddyr, (Guiderius) succeeded ; 
the younger son Arviragus, receiving the dukedom of Cornwall, and at the samo 
time Caradoc ap Bran succeeded, on the resignation of his father Bran, to 
the princedom of Cambria; his residence was on the site of the present 
Dunraven Castle, in the centre of his mother's estates of Siluria. 

After the betrayal of Caradoc, (Caractacus,) who in that timo of danger 
had been called by the voice of the nation to the Pendragonat \ Arviragus 
became Pendragon; of him Juvenal says, 

H Has our great enemy 
Arviragus, the car-bome British King, 
Dropped from his battle-throne?'' 
He was the first general of his age; of him the Triads speak :— 

" Three have been the chief battle Kings of the Isle of Britain, Caswallon, 
son of Boli ; Arviragus son of Cynvelin ; and Caradoc the son of Bran." 
Arviragus died, A.D. 89." 

He was succeeded by his son Marius, who made treaty with Trajan that 
Britain should becomo a part of the Roman Empire, " Keeping," as Sir 
Winstone Churchill said, "its own king and laws, and standing differently with 
Rome, to any other tributary state." 

His heir Coel, A.D. 120, son of CyllinuS, the eldest son of Caradoc 
ap Bran, succeeded to the throne. 

He was followed by his only son Llwryg, (Lucius) who ascended the 
throne, A.D. 125, ago 18. Ho married Gwladys grand- daughter of Marius. 
This prince established Christianity, endowing Winchester, Llandaff, St. Peter's, 
Cornhill, and Canterbury. On his death, A.D. 190, 

He was succeeded by Cad van, Prince of Venedotia, who had married 
his daughter Gwladys. 
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To Cadvan succeeded his son-in-law, Coel, (q.) who had married the 
Princess Seradvan ap Cadvan ; and in 242 he became father of Helen, 
afterwards Empress of Rome, the mother of Constantino the Great. 

Helen was married to Constantius in 20 1 ; aud her brothers, (r.) 
abdicating in her favour, Constantius became, in her right, King of Britain ; 
he was nominated Emperor of Rome by Diocletian, A.D. 287. But he never 
quitted Britain ; he died at York in 800, and by his own desire was intorred at 
Caer Seiont. He stayed the tenth persecution against the Christians, of 
Diocletian, at the risk of Civil War ; but not before the Archbishop of 
York, and the two Archbishops of London, the Bishops of Glasgow, and 
Caer-leil, and Alban of Veralam and others had perished. 

On the death of Constantius, Constant ine was proclaimed Emperor 
by the British legionaries : his Bishops attended tho Council at Nice, when the 
Nicene Creed was drawn up, A.D. 825. 

Maximus, A.D. 883, grand-nephew of Constantine, succeeded ; ho 
married tho Princess Helen, daughter of Endaf, Prince of Cumbria ; Conan of 
Powis, cousin of Helen, being by him created Duke of Armorica. 

In 400, Britain, throwing off the Roman yoke, elected Constantine, 
grandson of Conan, king. He was the third British Sovereign who crossed the 
Channel and reigned at Paris, master of the whole West. He and his eldest 
son Julian were murdered November 11th, 411. 

His second son Cons tans succeeded A.D. 412, was assassinated by 
his relative Vortigern, A.D. 420. Vortigern ascended the throne; he was deposed 
by his son Vortimer, in 455. On Vortimor's death in 403, Vortigern was 
restored, but combining with Hengist in treachery and murder was nationally 
deposed. The Saxon chronicle which has hitherto formed tho text for our 
historians, has been unablo to bear tho test of modern criticism, it is rejected, as 



Q. From this point, the descent through the Welsh Kings is maternal, joining the male line 
in divers places, as on the marriage of the Princess Chrisly ap Meyric, with Prince 
Dryffyn ap Hwgan, Prince of Brecon ; and on the marriage of Lady Lucy Fitz- Walter, 
co-heiress of the Princess Sibyl ap Nesta, representative of the Royal line, with 
Herbert Fitz-Herbert. (Sec Pedigrees in Appendix.) 

r. Of these, Cenaw ap Coel, brother to the Empress, carries on the unbroken male line of 
descent to Caradoc Vraich Vras, (for which, sec the ancient Welch pedigrees passim.) 
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the one-sided production of the Augustine Monks, by the most recent Anglo- 
Saxon historians. " The more I examine the question," says Kemble, "the more 
completely I am convinced that the received accounts of the Saxon immi- 
grations and settlement are devoid of historical truth in every detail." Kemble 
also admits that the Saxon histories are the writings of Roman Catholic Monks 
animated with a spirit of intense hatred and mendacity towards the British 
Church and nationality, (s.) 

The line was now restored in the person of TJthyr, younger son of 
Constantine. He reigned as Pendragon, until his death at London, in 500, in 
his 90th year. He had married Eigra, of the Venedotian Royal Family. 

Their son Arthur succeeded him, aged twenty, born at Tintagel 
Castle, in Cornwall; educated by St. David, at Caerleon; crowned by St. 
Dubricius. Some genuine works of his celebrated men have reached us, namely 
of Llywarch, Merlin, Taliesin, and Aneurin, the 4 British History,' and ' Life of 
Arthur," of the latter, however, are lost. The work of Gildas stands now detected 
as a forgery of Aldhelm, the Roman Catholic Monk of Malmesburv. 

Constantine succeeded Arthur, A.D. 543, he was Duke of Cornwall. 
Aurelius Conan succeeded Constantine, A.D. 547. 

Maelgwn Gwynedd, Princo of Venedotia, celebrated for his 
strength and beauty, succeeded Aurelius, A.D. 550; during his reign the battle 
of Gododin, sung by Aneurin, was fought at Cattrick, 556, in which perished 
Caradoc, V.V., sovereign Princo between Wye and Severne. 

Rhun succeeded his father Maelgwn, A.D. 560. The 4 Cambrian 
Journal ' places the battle of Cattraeth in this reign, A.D. 570. 

Beli succeeded Rhun, A.D. 580. 

Iago succeeded Beli, A.D. 592. 

Cadvan succeeded Iago, A.D. 608, during all these reigns the wars 
between the Kymry and the hordes who landed, or attempted to land on the 
British coasts from Northern Europe, continued without intermission. 



s Their knowledge of Latin was small, in the first clause of the Saxon Chronicle, mistaking 
'hybcrna' for •hibernia,' instead of sending Caesar into * winter quarter*,' they tent 
him over to Ireland. 
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Cadwallo, succeeded his father Cadvan, A.D. 628, he was brought 
up at Carnarvon with Edwin, afterwards King of Deira, (Durham.) Edwin* 
trusting to their early friendship, sent an embassy to Chester, requesting 
permission to wear a royal crown, instead of the usual coronet of the sub-kings. 
Cadwallo refused, stating that the usages of Britain had never permitted but 
one 1 Diadema Britannise ' to be worn in the island; war arising, Cadwallo was 
dofoatod, and driven to Ireland. After five years, he landed at Torquay, and 
defeated Penda, King of Mercia; Edwin's ally, then besieging Exeter. At the 
intercession of Penda's sister, Elditha, Penda was released; ho married Elditha ; 
he died November 15th, 664, aged 74. 

Their son, Cadwaladr, last Pendragon, and sole monarch of 
Britain of the British dynasty ; heir of Cambria through his father, and of Mercia 
and Wesscx through his mother; succeeded A.D. 664. In his reign the country 
was visited by the ' black plague ' (Dial Duw) A.D. 670, it raged for twelve 
years; famine accompanied its progress; the mortality was such that whole 
counties wore left without an inhabitant ; such of the population as were spared 
by the epidemic falling victims to famine and despair. Companies of men and 
women, states 1 Henry of Huntingdon,' fifty and sixty in number, crawled to the 
cliiTs and there joining hands precipitated themselves into the sea. The birds 
also perished in countless numbers. All distinction between Briton and Saxon 
was lost in this appalling state of things. Cadwaladr abdicating the throno, and 
retiring to Rome, died there, and was interred at St. Peters, 18th May, 689. 

Idwal Iwrch, his son, was now crowned Prince of Cambria, at 
Carnarvon. Ivor of Bretagne was received by Kcrny w (Somerset, Devon, and 
Cornwall), and henceforth the British and Saxon fortunes bocamo fused in 
Lloegria. 

From A.D. 730, to the conquest in 1066, the chronicles are of unavailing 
wars. The Kymry retained tho country west of the Severn. This country 
was composed of Venedotia, Powys, and Dehou, this last comprising Gwent, 
Morganwg, and Dyved. 

The counties of Brecon, Hereford, (Ferleys or Ferrex,) Radnor, Gloster, 
and Monmouth, were held by the Sovereign Princes of tho house of Caradoc 
Vraich-Vras, whose history will be given in the genealogy of the family. These, 
and the Princes of Powys were subordinate (although independent) to the Prince 
of Venedotia, who still held the titlo of lord of all Cambria. In his custody 
remained the regalia of Constantine the Great, Arthur, and Cadwallo. 
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Rhodri Moelwynog succeeded Idwal, A.D. 720. He defeated 
Ethelard, successor of Ivor, at Heilyu, in Cornwall, in 728, and again at 
Garth-Maelog, in Venedotia, in 729 ; a third time at Pen-y-coed, Glamorgan, in 
780. In this reign, the battle of Carno was fought with Ethelbald, King of Mercia : 
Teithwalch, ap Tegyd, being then Prince between Wye and Severne. Rhodri 
died 755. 

Conan succeeded. The boundary between Wales and Llcegria, (the 
southern counties) known as Offa's dyke (Watt's dyke), was attempted to be 
shifted four miles further west by OfTa ; the Kyniry razed all the forts erected, 
arid defeated Offa ; who, collecting tho Anglo-Saxon Kings, encountered Princa 
Caradoc of Powys at Rhuddlan, A.D. 792, both Caradoc and Offa perished. 

Essyllt, (or Isola) sole daughter of Conan, succeeded, A.D. 817, and in 
her right, Mervyn, (great-grandson of Brochwel, Prince of Powys) King of 
Man, Prince of Powys, and Count of Chester, the husband of Essyllt, reigned 
over Cambria. At this date the inhabitants of the Llcegrian district took tho 
name of Angles. The Kymry still called them 4 4 Saeson." Mervyn fell at the 
battle of Kettel (A.D. 843), defeated by Berthred, King of Mercia. 

Rhodri Mawr, (Roderick the Great) succeeded his father Mervyn. 
He was King of all Wales, King of the North, through his mother Princess 
Essyllt, sole heiress of lung Conan : Prince of the South, Jure uxoris, Angharad 
Princess of Cardigan, daughter and heir of Meyric, ap Dyfriwal, ap Arther, ap 
Sisylpht: Prince of Powys, through his mother's mother, Nesta, Princess of 
Powys, daughter and heiress of Congcn, ap Cadell. He fell by the Danes on 
the Menai ; and "at his death," says 4 Caradoc of Lancarven,' 44 Roderick divided 
his kingdom between his three sons, who were called the three crowned heads, 
by reason that each did wear a coronet of gold, set with precious stones upon 
his helmet. Roderick changed tho seat of government from Carnarvon to 
Aberffraw." The statement of 4 The Chronicle of Ievan Brcchva,' quoted in the 
4 MyvyrianArchaiology,' is as follows : — 44 A.D. 872. The country of Wales was 
divided into three kingdoms between the three sons of Rodri ; Cadell, the eldest son 
had Ceredigion and Dyved ; Anarawd, the second, had Gwynnedd ; and Mervyn, the 
third (maternal grandfather of the Princess Chrisly, ap Meyric), had Powys; 
leaving the district, between the Severn and the Wy, to the descendants of Caradoc 
Vreichvras ; and Morjanwg, and Gwent to tho descendants of Morgan the 
Courteous : so that Wales, and the nation of the Cymry, came under five Royal 
Tribes." 

Morgan Mwynfawr was Prince of Morganwg Jure Uxoris Nesta, the 
daughter of Rhodri Mawr. (See Pe l. in Appendix, No. 5.) 
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Anarawd, his son, succeeded hiin ; he defeated Edred, Duke of 
Mercia, and entered England so far as Warwick. He also defeated the Danes 



Idwal Voel, his eldest son and successor, was slain, with his brother 
Elis, against the Danes, A.D. 940. 

His son, Meyric, ap Idwal, (v.) father of the Princess Chrisly, was 
murdered, having been taken prisoner, and blinded by his brother Iago. 917. 

He was succeeded by Howel Del a, ho codified the British laws, the 
greatest literary work of Europe, during these dark ages. He died, A.D. 948. 
He left a daughter, Angharad. (Ped. in Appendix, No. 2.) 

Iago and Ieuav, (Ievan) sons of Idwal, received tho kingdom from 
him ; their reign of twenty years was war. 

Howel, ap Ieuav, succeeded, A.D. 978, and fell, like most of the 
Kymric princes, in defence of his country. A.D. 984. 

Idwal, or Edward, ap Meyric, his successor, fell like him, nobly in the 
field against Sweyne, the Dane. A.D. 993. Ho was brother to Princess 
Chrisly, wife to Dryffyn, Prince of Brecon. ( See ' the Genealogy.') 

Llewelyn, ap Sitsylt, tho next Prince, prospered ; 4 ' In his reign, 
the people multiplied wonderfully, and the cattle increased in such numbers, that 
there was not a poor man in Wales from the Southern to the Northern Seas." 
He was slain in the moment of victory, at the battle of Carmarthen, A.D. 1021. 

Iago, ap Idwal occupied the throne until A.D. 1037, when Gruflydd, 
ap Llewelyn, ap Sitsyllt, claimed it, and slew Iago at the Battle of Conway. 

Conan, ap Iago, his son, according to Caradoc, recovered the king- 
dom, and was succeeded by his son Gruflydd, ap Conan, A.D. 1079. ( See below.) 

Gruirydd, ap Llewelyn harrassed the English in no less than one 
hundred and ten expeditions ; he razed Hereford, " and returned," says Caradoc 
of Lancarvan, " with great spoil to his kingdom." He was assasinated by a 
conspiracy of Harold, son of Godwin, in the 34th year of his reign. " He was 
as gentle to his subjects as he was terrible to his foes ; costly in apparel, liberal

in Anglesea. He died A.D. 913. 
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to strangers, and princely in all his acts." He married Edith, the fair, sister of 
Edwin, and Morcar — Edith, who discovered the dead body of her husband 
Harold, on the battle field, Hastings, 

Bleddyn, and Rhywallon, sons of Cynvyn, Prince of Powys, 
succeeded conjointly to Gruffydd, until Bleddyn fell a victim to a private feud at 
Powys Castle, 1078. 

Gruffydd's only daughter, Nesta, married Traherne, ap Caradoc, 
(w.) who in hor right asconded the throne, after the death of Bleddyn, the successor 
of Gruffydd ; defeating Gruffydd, ap Conan, near Harlech. Traherne also slew 
Rhys, Prince of South Wales : and was ultimately slain by Rhys, ap Tudor, 
and Gruffydd, ap Conan, who united against him. His son, Walter Ddu, is the 
founder of the Stewart dynasty. 

The Princess, Nest a, ap Traherne, (w.) married Bernard Ncwmarch, 
Lord Marcher of Brecon, who slew (A.D. 1090) Bleddyn, ap Maenarch, the last 
Prince of Brecon. 

Their only daughter and heiress, Sybil, married Fitz- Walter 
Milo, (w.) Earl of Hereford ; the first Earldom by letters patent (of the 
Empress Maud). The son of Walter, Constable of Glocester, by Emma, heiress 
of her brother Hameline, daughter of Drogo de Baladun, Lord Marcher of 
Abergavenny. 

The Lady Lucy Fitz- Walter, their third co-heiress, marrying 
Herbert, Fitz-Herbert, Lord of the Forest of Deane, became the 
ancestress of the House of Horbert. 

The arms borne by the ancestors of the Lady Lucy Fitz-Walter, are, —

No. V. Sa. Cross or. (Drue de Baladun, by Emma, heiress). 
No. VI. Gu. 5 Fusils conjoined in Fesse or. (Bernard Newmarch, Baron of 
Normandy).

And through Gwenllian, the daughter of Rhys, ap Gruffydd, Prince 
of South Wales, ancestor, through Talbot and Hansel, of Elizabeth Hughes- 
Herbort, Dame William Prichard. (Ped. 9 in App.) 

And through Gwenllian, daughter of Gruffydd, ap Conan, king of 
North Wales, wife of Gruffydd, ap Rhys, Prince of South Wales. {Fed. 
10, c. in App.) 

And through Elinor, (daughter of Rhys, ap Gruffydd, Prince of South 
Wales), wife of Ivor Bach, lineal ancestor of Sissylt Lewis. (Ped. 10 c. in App.) 

Which descents from the Kings of North Wales, and the last Prince of 
South Wales, are made clear by the accompanying scheme, which scheme also 
shows the rightful succession to the thrones of North and South Wales. 

In carrying on the descent, it is preferable to givo the following account 
of Cadell, Howel Dha, and Rhys, ap Tewdwr, in full. Beginning once more at 
the reign of Rodri Mawr, and premising that the view here taken, that Cadell 
was the eldest son, and Anarawd the second, at variance with Morgan's Cambria, 
is not supportod by Caradoc, Abbot of Lancarvan, the ancient historian of 
Wales ; also that Aberfraw, which was the seat of government of tho King of 
Wales being within Anarawd's appointed dominion, seems to point to Caradoc's 
history as correct. 

Rhodri Mawr, (the great) King of all Wales. " 841, Roderic Mawr was 
then King of all Wales. This Prince, to whom the Welsh historians give great 
commendation, attacked the King of Mercia with great success." (Fmpin.J 

" About 848, at the commencement of the reign of Rhodri Maur, 
Ethelwulph, King of the Saxons, uniting with Burchred, King of Mercia, entered 
North Wales, destroyed Anglesea, and fought diverse battles with the Welsh." 
(Powell, from Girahlus, the Chronicler of Wales, who died, 1215.; 

44 878, the Danes made peace with Alfred, and bent their forces against 
the Welsh, entered Anglesea with a large army, where they twico met Rhodri in 
battle, at Bangole and Menegiol." (" Rhodri was slain in battle by the Danes.") 

In 872, he divided Wales between his three sons. 

" To Cadell, his eldest, he gave Ceredigion; he held his Court at Dinefawr. 
Gwennydd, he gave to Anarawd, who held his court at Aberfrau, (in Anglesea.) 
Powys he gave to Mervyn, and ho held his court at Mathravel. The eldest was 
toi butary to the King of London, and received tributo from the other two. They 
were styled tho three diademed Princes ; to the eldest Rhodri gave the sovereignty, 
enjoining them to defend the country, and nation of the Cymry against the 
assaults of the enemies, and against anarchy." 
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He divided the kingdom as above, 11 leaving the district between Severn 
and Wy to the descendants of Caradoc Vraich Vras ; and Morganwg, and Gwent 
to the descendants of Morgan the Courteous, so that Wales, and the nation of 
tho Cymry, came under five royal tribes." ( Chron. Jevan Brechva from 
Giraldiut.) 

Thus to tho descendants of Caradoc Vraich Vras did Rhodri Mawr secure 
that independent princedom which they had held. 

876, Cadell came to the kingdom of Ceredigion, he received this portion 
with the general good will of his brothers and the people. The kingdom 
consisted of Ceredigion (Cardigan), Caervryddin (Carmarthen), Brycheiniog, 
(Brecknock), Morganwg (Glamorgan), Gwent (Monmouth), and Dyved (Pembroke.) 
It greatly exceeded the others in extent, yet it was less desirable from the number 
of noble chiefs or Uchelwyr, who held territories therein. Cadell, on tho death 
of his brothers, obtained the entire dominion of Wales, and it was occupied by his 
descendants till Theodor, whose descendants, Rhys, son of Theodor ; Grufiydd, 
son of Rhys; and Rhys, son of Gruffydd; enjoyed only South Wales." 
( Girahlus) (x.) 

Of the three royal palaces, built by Rhodri for his sons, Dinevawr alone 
remains. 

Hywcl Dda, or Howcl the Good, born about the close of the 9th century. 
His father was Cadell, eldest son of Rodri Maur, and he to whom that prince on 
his death allotted Dinevawr; giving Anarawd and Mervyn, Aberfraw and 
Powys. Upon the death of Cadell, in 907, Hywel succeeded to his patrimonial 
territory in South Wales, as well as Powys in North Wales, of which Cadell had 
dispossessed his brother Mervyn, in 877. 

Six years later, Anarawd, prince of Aberfraw, died, and Hywel succeeded 
to tho nominal sovereignty of all Wales; assuming at the same time the 
guardianship of the sons of Anarawd, Edwal Vocl, and Elis. 

Twenty-seven years later, in 940, Edwal Voel died; and Hywel actually 
enjoyed the full dominion of the principality. 



x. Howel was succeeded on the throne by Iago, and Ieuav, the sons of Idwal Voel, nephew 
to King Ilowel, and to whom the king had acted as guardian; (See Pages 19 and 23.) 
this general statement of Giraldus is very perplexing. 
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In 926, Hywel accompanied by three bishops, went to Rome. On bin 
return he summoned a national council at the White House, on Tav. It con- 
sisted of six of the most discreet and wiso men out of every comoto in Wales ; 
140 ecclesiastics of various degrees; together with the chiefs of tribes, and 
persons of rank in Wales. 

It was at the beginning of Lent that Hywel convoked this council, and ho 
remained throughout the holy season with tho whole assembly in prayer and 
fasting, "craving," according to one of the Welsh historians, "the assistance and 
direction of God's Holy Spirit, that he might reform tho laws and customs of the 
country of Wales, to tho honour of God, and tho quiet government of the people. 

At the close of Lent, Hywel directed that twelve of tho most experienced 
of those present should be set apart to revise tho ancient laws of Wales ; that 
such laws only should bo retained as were conducive to good government, and 
applicable to the character of the times. After a careful research they concurred 
in selecting the laws of Dyvnwal Moelinud, (m above page 11 ) as the foundation 
of tho new code. Thoso were reduced to a systematic form and finally adopted. 

The new laws received tho sanction of Hywel ; who, in order that tho 
occasion might not want its full measure of ceremonial solemnity, directed that 
" the malediction of God, of that assembly, and of all Wales, should bo invoked 
against all such as should violate them, as well as against those by whom they 
might be corruptly administered." These aro tho words of the preamble ; and the 
sentence of excommunication was pronounced by the Bishop of St. David's. 

Thus were these famous institutes established by the national vote, with 
the consent of the Sovereign, according to tho anciont usages of Wales. 

In 930, these laws were finally proclaimed throughout Wales ; and were 
the only law of the country till the reign of Edward 1st. Three copies were 
made, and deposited in the three royal palaces of Wales ; one is in the Cotton 
MSS. in the British Museum. 

The laws and ordinances of Howel Dda (observes the Hon. D. -Barring-ton ) 
are the most regular of any extant, and havo been wonderfully proserved, 
considering thoir antiquity. But though many are dictated by wisdom and sound 
policy, yet it is impossible to peruse some without a smile, and some without a 
censure. By the law of gavel-kind, all the sons, legitimate or not, alike wero 
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admitted to a division of the patrimony, to the exclusion of tho daughters. This 
ill (y) was corrected by Edward 1st, in his famous « Statute of Bhyddlan.' 

During tho reign of Howel, the Bards enjoyed groat privilege. They 
were of three orders : 

1, — *Beirdd,' the makers of songs, and keepers of the records of the 
pedigrees of the old families. 

2, — * Telyniawru,' performers on the harp, &c. 

8, — 4 Datceiniaid,' the reciters and vocal performers. 
Hywell married Sian, (Jane), daughter of the Earl of Cornwall. He left 
issue Owen, and Meredith, and Angharad. 

Hywel died, 948. (Parry s Cambrian Plutarch.) 

Owen, ap Howel Dha, Prince of South Wales, married Angharad, 
Princess of Powgs, daughter and heir of Llewelyn, ap Mervvn, (a 2nd wife.) 

Eineon, ap Owen, his son (by his first wife), married Nesta, daughter 
of the Earl of Devonshire, their daughter Gwenllian, married Elystan Glodrydd. 
( Ped. 2, a. in App.) 

Tewdwr, son of Eineon (ap Owen) the grandson of Hywel Dda, on 
whom the epithet Mawr was, for some unrecorded reason, bestowed, fell a victim 
in 997, to the calamitous wars of the times, leaving two infant sons, Rhys and 
Rhydderch ; and a daughter Elinor, who married Bleddyn, ap Macnarch, last 
Prince of Brecon. (See the Genealogy) and (Ped. 8, a. in App.) 

Rhys, ab Tewdwr, Prince of Deheu (South Wales), was forced by the 
troubles of the times, and the loss of his hereditary- dominions, to seek an asylum 
among the Britons of Armorica, in Gaul. He continued an exile between fifty- 
and sixty years ; and during this interval, history has left no record of his 
conduct or actions. 

In 1077, on the death of Rhys, ab Owain, who had usurped the 
sovereignty of South Wales, he returned from Brittany, and made his claim as 
legitimate heir ; The manifest justice of his pretentions, aided by his reputation 
for wisdom and integrity, prevented opposition ; and he was fully invested with 
tho power enjoyed by his ancestors. He must, at this time, have been above 
eighty years of age. 

Y. The law of gavel-kind greatly accounts for the confusion of Princes ; and Sub-princes, 
the position of the younger sons, which is rendered still more confounded by the 
constant reliellion of aspirants to the thrones of North, and South Wales, and by the 
different names under which the same persons must be recognised, as Vortigern, under 
Gwythcrn ; and Ambrosius, under Emrys Wlcdig ; moreover, in the MSS. the same 
Genealogist will vary the spelling of a name more than once in the same pedigree. 
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1077. The throne of North Wales was now held by Trahearne, ab 
Caradoc, a usurper, (see above) ; it belonged by right to Gruffydd, ab Cynan, 
the lineal descendant of Anarawd. The establishment, of Rhys, ap Tewdur, 
seemed to present to Gruffydd a favourable opportunity to advance his own 
claims ; and having raised a considerable force, he marched into South Wales to 
solicit the alliance of Rhys ; it was obtained, and the two chieftains mado 
preparation for giving battle to the usurper. 

Both armies met on the mountains of Carno. 1079. And after an 
obstinate and sanguinary conflict, victory remained with Rhys, and Graflydd. 
Trahearno, his two kinsmen, and the greater part of his army were left dead on 
the field. 

Shortly after, Jestyn, ab Gwrgant, lord of Glamorgan, whose family had, 
during the exile of Rhys, aspired to the sovereignty of South Wales, reared the 
standard of revolt. He was firmly met by Rhys, who marched at once into 
Jestyn's territory, laid waste the country, and destroyed his three principal castles 
of Llanilltyd, Dindryvan, and Dinas Powys. Jestyn, in return, entered the 
dominions of Rhys, and ravaged the land of Brychciniog and Ystrad Tyrir. 
This predatory warfare was carried on some years, when Cadwgan, Madog, and 
Rhiryd, sons of Bleddjn, ap Cynvyn, collected a large force in 1087, made an 
attack on Rhys, and compelled him to abandon his native land. He fled to 
Ireland, raised a numerous body of Irish auxiliaries, and returned to his territories 
in South Wales. Immediately on his return being known, his ranks were 
crowded by those of his adherents who remained true to his cause. He met the 
rebels at Lechryd, on the borders of Pembrokeshire, and defeated them. Madog, 
and Rhiryd fell, and the other leaders fled. After this signal triumph, Rhys 
dismissed the Irish, with a liberal acknowledgement of their important services, 
and resumed his sovereignty. 

About 1088, Llewellyn and Einion, sons of Cedivor, ap Collwyn, Lord of 
Dyved, with Einion, brother of Cedivor, and a feudal chieftain, Gruffydd, ap 
Meredydd rebelled against Rhys ; they met at Llandudoch and were defeated, 
the two sons of Cedivor were slain, Gruffydd was taken prisoner and executed as 
a traitor. Einion, brother of Cedivor, sought protection with Jestyn, ab Gwrgant: 
unitedly, these made many efforts against Rhys ; but were always triumphantly 
repulsed. Einion and Jestyn sought alliance with the Norman Knights, and in 
1090, the Norman auxiliaries landed in Glamorgan ; they wero Robert Fitzhamon 
and twelve others. They invadod the dominions of Rhys with a formidable force. 
They met on the Black Mountain, near Brecon, at a place called Hirwaen Wrgant, 
after a fierce struggle Rhys was compelled to fly; he was pursued and overtaken 
at Glyn Rhoddnai. Here, when more than 90 years of age, he was slain. 

In S. David's Cathedral, is a recumbent effigy, stated by Browne Willis to 
be that of Rhys, ap Tudor. 
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Rhys marriod Gwlaclys, daughter of Rhywallon, ap Cynvyn, 

Prince of Powys, brother of Bleddyn, which brothers, conjointly succeeded 
Gruffydd, ap Llewolyn, ap Sissylt, on the throne of Wales, until tho death of 
Bleddyn in 1078. 

They left issue, besides Gronow, slain soon after his father, 

And Cynan, drowned in the lake Cremlin (hence called the lake of 
Cynan), when flying from his foes, 

Another son, namely Gruffydd ap Rhys, who owed his safety to his youth. 
He went to Ireland, where he remained till 1112, 

And a daughter, Nesta, mother, by King Henry I., of Robert, Earl of 
Gloucester, general and statesman. 

They also left another daughter, Elinor, who married Moreiddig" 
Warwyn, Lord of Cantreseliffe. ( See the Genealogy.) 

In 1112 Gruffydd, ap Rhys, Prince of South Wales, was able to 
resume his ancestral throne ; he married the daughter of the King of North 
Wales. He attacked and took the castle of Kidwelly, built by William de 
Londres, and held by that Norman Lord, who had assisted Fitzhamon and his 
twelve knights in his conquest of Glamorgan ; he enriched himself with valuable 
booty. 

But when in North Wales, King Gruffydd ap Cynan's daughter, 
" Gwenllian, wife of Gruffydd, ap Rhys, Prince of South Wales, was defeated 
in his absence by Maurice de Londres, and beheaded at Maes- Gwenllian in 
Cydweli (Kidwelly) after the battle." (z.) 

Rhys, ap Gruffydd, his son, last Prince of South Wales, succeeded 

him. 

In 1178, this prince built a castle, north-west of the town of Rhaiadr, 
to check the incursions of tho Nomians. 

In 1100, after winning the castles of Abercorran (Lanyharne), S. Clears, 
and in 1180 Llanstephan, on the Tywi. (See Plate.) " Ho made the castle of 
Kidwelly (we Plate) handsomer and stronger than any of his other fortresses ; it 
was built upon an eminence on the western side of Gwendraeth Fychan, its 
external appearance is grand and imposing, and the remains are in a more 
perfect state than those of any similar structure in the principality; at each of 
the angles is a strong round tower ; and the walls which form the enclosure, are 
further defended by other towers of smallor dimensions. Several of the apart- 
ments aro entire, with their arched roofs unimpaired by time ; some of the stair- 
cases also are yet in tolerable condition. The principal entrance was from the

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West, whero a magnificent gateway between two lofty round towers is still 
standing in good preservation, (a.) 

Rhys was in 1194 surprised in one of his castles (Rhaiadr), and taken 
prisoner by his own sons. 

He was buried in S. David's Cathedral, where his monument is still to be 
seen; it is toward the middle of the chancel, under a plain recess, backed by a 
beautiful wood-work screen. The effigy is in freestone, spiritedly sculptured, 
near to that of Rhys, ap Tudor. (See Plate.) 

He left, with several sons, two daughters, Elinor, and Gwenllian, 
who married Gilbert Talbot, governor of Gromond Castle. (Ped. 9,b. in A pp. ) 

The Princess Elinor, ap Rhys, married Ivor, ap Meurig, ap Cadivor, 
known in Welsh history as Ivor Bach ; which Ivor was fifth in male descent from 
Gwaethvoed, one of the Princes invited by King Edgar to row him in the 
royal barge upon the river Dee. (m.) Of these Princes, Dryffyn, Prince of Brecon, 
was one who complied. (See the Genealogy.) Gwaethvoed however refused, 
saying, 'Ofncr na Ofne angau', " Fear him who fears not death," which motto is 
preserved in his descendant's family, (Lewis of Greenmeadaw) to this day. (See 
Plate.) 

.Elinor, and Ivor are lineal ancestors of Sissylt Lewis, of the Van, wife of 
Matthew Prichard, Lord of Llanover, co. Monmouth. (See the Genealogy) and 
{Ped. 11 c. in A pp.) and (scheme at Page 21.) 

Gu. within a bordure indented a lion ramp. or. (Princes of South Wales.) 

It remains but to notice tho last royal ancestor of this family on the 
throne of North Wales, the father of tho Princess Gwenllian, wife to Gruffydd, ap 
Rhys, (see scheme at Page 21) namely, 

Gruffydd, ap Cynan, ap Iago, ap Idwal, King of North Wales, after the 
death of Traherne, ap Caradoc, 1079, (Page 20.) He then succeeded to the 
throne; ho was cotemporary with Rhys ap Tudor, Prince of South Wales. 

" The Princes of North Wales required homage from the Princes of South 
Wales, and from all other Princes." (b.) 

" These (Gruffydd, and Rhys) were neither usurpers, an unusual thing, 
for seldom had it been known before but that one Prince was an usurper." (u.)

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It will have been soon that Caradoc carries the lino of Princes, or rather 
Kings (for they still held the Diadenn Britannia} which was not given np till the 
reign of Edward I.) of North Wales down 

1, — Anarawd, ap Rodri Mawr. 

2, — Edwal Fool, ap Anarawd. 
8, — Meyric, ap Edwal. 

4, — Jonafal, ap Meyric. 

6, — Edward or Edwal, ap Meyric. 

6, — Iago, ap Edwal. 

7, — Conan, ap Iago. 

8, — Gruflfydd, ap Conan. 

With Gruffydd, ap Conan, Morgan takes the lino again, calling him, 
(Cambrian Hist., Page 168.) " the trne heir." 

Caradoc passes over Howol Dha, and Llewelyn, ap Sitsyllt (introduced to 
us by Morgan) as not in the elder lino of Princes ; if this Llewelyn had been the 
rightful heir, then Traherne, ap Caradoc, would have been no usurper. But 
Morgan gives no explanation as to Llowelyn's right to tho throne. 

As to Howel Dha, he appears to have been in right of his father, Cadell, 
(the second son of Rhodri Mawr), Prince of South Wales, which he handed down 
to his descendants; which is, perhaps, what 'Giraldus' means; (See page 22) and 
to have held tho kingdom of North Wales for his cousin Edwal's sons, Iago, 
(probably the Jonafal of Caradoc, even as Edwal is the Edward of Caradoc), 
and Ieuav, (Ievan) and to have delivered it to them, passing over his own sons, 
Owen and Meredith ; Owen, as we have seen, succeeding to South Wales. 

Gruffydd died 1187, leaving, besides his daughter Gwenllian, Princess of 
South Wales, a son and successor 

Owen Gwynnedd, King of North Wales. 

Thus far the history of ancestors, lineal and collateral, has been tho 
history of the island. It is beyond our province to enter minutely any further 
into tho story of the conflicts between the Kymry, and the Normans who 
ceaselessly endeavoured to enthral them, except so far as such eminent men as 
are mentioned in tho skeleton pedigrees of tho Appendix took part in the same. 

We havo now arrived at what is known as 4 the Augustan age 1 of Wales ; 
during tho reign of Owen Gwynnedd (the middle of the 12th century), the age of 
Owain, Cyveilioc, Giraldus, and Hool. 

" The Kymry of tho middle agos were undoubtedly tho most intellectual 
people of Europe," says Thierry, tho historian of the Norman conquest. 

Bishop Percy bears tho same testimony, adding that neither France, 
Italy, nor England had as yet produced compositions worthy to be named with 
the masterly lyric effusions poured forth by the free harp of the principality. 
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The contest between the Norman Kings and the Welsh Princes continued 
with unabated fervour. 

"Nothing impresses us so vividly with a sense of the indomitable self- 
reliance of the Kymry of this period, than that these wasting wars with the 
Norman race which stood facile princeps at the head of the chivalry of Europe, 
should have been carried on by them without a single ally at home or abroad, and 
without a coin in their exchequer. Richly did they merit the designation freely 
given to them by their gallant opponents, ' the bravest of mankind,' their long 
struggle for the preservation of their liberties, with no human aid but their own 
solitary brotherhood in arms to support them, no other guerdon than the free 
lay of the bard to reward them, presents us with a study unparalleled for its 
staunchness and nobility of principle in the annals of the world, far superior to 
anything in Greek and Roman history. 

Nor less remarkable is the obstinacy with which, throughout the darkest 
reverses they cherished the belief that the throne of Britain was yet to be restored 
to their race ; this belief called by their Bards, • the lamp in darkness ' nerved 
them with fresh vigour for every contest, and never failed to rally them in the 
field round the Red Dragon of every chief that presented himself as 1 tho Arthur 
of their future empire." (c.) 

"In forest, mountain, and in camp, 
Before them moved 1 the burning lamp,' 
In blackest night its quenchless rays 
Beckoned them on to glorious days." — Golyddan. 

Their dream was realised when Harry Tudor mounted the English throne, 

being also tho rightful heir to the throne of Wales. 

Then, and not till then, were the Kymry content. _ 

His son, Henry VIH, being heir of Wales and of Lancaster through his 

father, and of York through his mother, Elizabeth, daughter of Edward IV. 

And it is, in right of her descent from Margaret, the grand daughter of 
Harry Tudor, that Her Majesty the Queen occupies the thrones of England and 
Wales. 

After frequent repulse, and endless bloodshed, Edward I. placed his foot 
upon the neck of the Kymry; and at Aber, about 1284, the regalia of Britain 
were delivered up to him. 

Tho 1 Diadema BritanniaV the crown of the monarch of all Britain, which 
none had presumed to wear since the death of Cadwaladr. 

The 1 Croes Enych,' a portion of the cross sent by the Empress Helen to 
her brother Llewelyn, ap Coel, ( see the Genealogy,) and on which, with the 
Gospel of S. John, the Cambrian Kings were sworn at their coronation.

On Scptembor 20th, 1400, Owen Glendore raised the Kymric standard, 
the Red Dragon, and proclaimed himself Prince of Wales. Henry IV. (Bolingkoke) 
being upon the throne of England. 

Owen, after Meredith, ap Tudor, lineal ancestor of King Henry VH., was 
the rightful heir. 

"In South Wales the great mass of the property was divided between 
the two branches of the Urien Rheged, or Dynevor family. 

The head of one, Thomas, ap Gwilym, (Ped. No. 7, b. in App.) 
resided at Raglan Castlo; of the other, at Caerphilly Castle. Between them they 
could raise 40,000 men. 

Breconshiro was chiefly held by the powerful family of David, ap Llewelyn, 
commonly (from a cast in his eye) known as Sir David Gam. (Ped. 8, a. 
in App.) The lineal descendant of Caradoc Vraich Vras, Lord of Brecon, in the 
reign of Arthur, (c.) (d.) 

Sir David's only daughter, Gwladys, or Claudia, was married first to 
Sir Roger Vaughan, of Tretowor. (Fed. 8, a. in App. J Secondly, to 
Sir William, ap Thomas, Lord of Raglan. (Ped. No. 8, a. in App.) 

All these branches of the Urien lineage, when united, were sufficient to 
turn the scale of fortune in any civil contest in the kingdom. 

Sir David Gam was personally an ardent friend to Henry TV. (his daughter 
was maid of honour to his Queen), and had been entrusted for some time with 
the education, at Chepstow Castlo, of his son and heir, Henry, afterwards 
conqueror of France, born at Monmouth. 

But the great preponderance of the Urien influence declared in favour of 
Glyndore." 

In 1402 Owen was crowned Prince of Wales, and no effort of the English 
Monarch could wrest his crown from him; insomuch that " Henry VI. though 
crowned King of France, and England, was never created or crowned Prince 
of Wales; the highest tribute that could be paid by the chivalrous monarch, 
Harry of Monmouth, whose own nativity was Kymric, to the title of his princely 
rival in the North. 

Owen died in peace, Prince of Wales, 20th Sept. 1415.

D. A glance at Ped. 8 A. in App. will dispose of the notion that Brecon descended from 
Caradoc to Sir David, as here suggested. 
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In October of this year was fought 1 the battle of Agincourt;' the outposts 
of the English army were under Sir David Gam. " Sir David Gam, of Peyton, 
Knight, ye generall who told King Hen 5. a little before ye battaile of Agincourt, 
that hee had discovered enough of ye Ffrench, 1st to bee kild; 2nd to bee tane 
prisonerse; 3rd enough to run away." (e.) Which was exactly what happened. 

The glorious melee at the end of tho battle, when Sir David fell in victory, 
is thus described in Morgan's Cambria. 

"In ostentatious challenge of the French Crown, Henry had quartered tho 
arms of France on his surtout, and displayed the fleur-de-lys on the circlet of his 
helm. Eighteen French cavaliers of the greatest prowess, headed by the Lord 
of Croye, bound themselves, by the sacrifice of the mass, to strike these off, or to 
perish in the attempt. They constituted part of the followers of tho fiery Duke of 
Alencon, who, leading them and his company on, cut his way to the royal standard 
of England ; the Duke of Clarence was beaten down ; the Duke of York slain. Henry 
quitting the standard, defended the prostrate body of his relative, and, in this 
position, was assailed by Alencon and his cavaliers. The fray was desperate; a stroke 
from Aloncon's battle-axe shore away part of Henry's crown, and brought him on 
his knees; a score of weapons were aimed at his life, any one of which might 
have finished his career and decided the fortune of the day ; but at this instant 
Sir David Gam, with his son-in-law, Sir Roger Vaughan, and his grandson, Sir 
Roger, a stripling of sixteen, of Tretower, and Sir William, ap Thomas, charged 
the French phalanx with such fury that Alencon and the eighteen cavaliers were 
slain to a man. The French gave way in all directions ; the King, recovering 
from Alcncon's blow, pressed his success upon the flying French. 

Returning to the battle field amidst the dying, he found Sir David and 
the two Vaughans breathing their last in the arms of their comrades. Henry 
knighted his three deliverers where they lay, with a sword crimsoned with French 
blood, and never was knighthood more richly merited, more royally conferred, or 
carried to the grave from a nobler field." (Morgan's Cambria.) 

Sir David, ap Llewelyn, (Gam) is tho original of the ' Captain Fluellin,' 
(ap Luellin) of Sbakspeare, in ' Henry V.' 

"Newton Hall, Sir David Gam's old house remains 'in statu qno,' 
neither better nor worso. I wish I could say better, for such a stately old place 
deserves to be thoroughly restored and made again into the residence of an 
important family." (p.) 

Sir Walter Raleigh has an eulogium upon Sir David's exploits and bravery 
at Agincourt, in which he prefers his greatness of soul to that of Mago ; and

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compares him to Hannibal. On the death of Owen Glyndore, tho title of Prince 
of South Wales, reverted to the true heir, Owen Tudor. (See the Scheme Page 21 .) 
On the death of Hen. V. his widowed Queen, Catharine, entrusted the infant 
Prince (Hen. VI.) to tho care of the handsome Owen Tudor, and at last married 
him, August, 1428. 

Their eldest son was Edmund Tudor, of Hadham, Earl of Richmond. 
He married Margaret Beaufort, heiress of the house of Lancaster. 

Therefore, upon the death of Hen. VI. last prince of the house of 
Lancaster, Harry Tudor, son of Edmund, became heir to the throne of Wales, 
and the house of Lancaster. 

At this time the Herberts seem to have favoured both York and 
Lancaster. 

For Sir William Herbert (afterwards Earl of Pembroke) partly brought 
up the sons of the Duko of York, (afterwards Edward IV. and Richard m.) at 
Raglan Castle. 

Where also, a few years subsequently, young Henry Tudor received all 
tho literary advantages that the kindness of the noble hearted woman, the Lady 
Anne Herbert, and the resources of the splendid Kymric library of the ap 
Gwilyms could communicate. 

It is an incident no less rare than gratifying to find three rival sovereigns 
nurtured in their youth under the same roof, and with playmates of same family. 

This fosterage of the Princes originated the attachment of the Herberts 
to Edward the IV., and upon Richards murdering the young Princes, their 
adhesion to their other protegee, Henry Tudor, who, in his time of misfortune, 
from 1461 to 1463, was received at Raglan Castle ; where he formed an attach- 
ment to Lady Maud Herbert, which nor exile, nor his elevation to the throne 
ever effaced. 

The allegiance of the powerful chiefs of Wales to the Kings of England 
w.is still nominal : Thus, when treason was alledged against Sir Griffith, ap 
Nicholas ; the King's justiciary, sent to try the case, was met on the frontiers by 
Sir Griffith's youngest son, at tho head of 300 men ; further on by his second 
son at the head of 500 men ; and at Carmarthen, by Sir Griffith himself, at tho 
head of 1000 horsemen. The judge was arrested, his credentials taken away, 
and his life spared only on condition that he would change his robes, for Sir 
Griffith's livery, and, thus attired, return to his master as ' Sir Griffith's Man.' 

In 1461, the sun of the house of Lancaster set; Margaret, widowed 
Queen of Henry VI., losing the battle of Mortimer's Cross. 

Her opponent's (Edward of York) army was commanded "by Sir Griffith, 
ap Nicholas, and Sir William, ap Gwilym, (Herbert) of Raglan ; the action took 
place at Mortimer's Cross, Herefordshire, February 2nd, 1461." (o.)

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Owen Tudor, who refused to retreat a step before the victorious Edward 
of York, was captured, and beheaded next morning at Hereford. Aged 80. 

" On the Yorkist side, Sir Griffith, ap Nicholas, was the principal person 
slain." (a.) He left issuo besidas Sir Thomas ; and Sir David ; a daughter, 
Angharad, who married Jenkin Phillip Mansel, of Oxwich Castle, whose 
daughter Jane, (Sian) Lady Cradock, was mother to Margaret, Lady 
Herbert, of Ewias. 

" Angharad verch Griffith Nicholas aedd vain Sian." (h.) 

Sir William Herbert was now created, by Edward IV., Earl of Pembroke, 
27th May, 1469. 

He was executed after the battle of Banburv, in 1470, by the rebel Duke 
of Clarence ; in company with Sir Richard Herbert, and Sir Roger Vaughan. 
(Ped. 8 D in A pp.) 

After diverse reverses of tho York House, Henry Tudor, the hopo of tho 
Kymry, was victorious over the last Prince of that House, Richard III., at 
Bosworth. The crown being placed upon his head, and tho death blow dealt to 
Richard by Sir Rhys, ap Thomas, ap Griffith, ap Nicholas, nephew to Angharad 
Mansel. (Peds. 9, e. in App.J 

" Richard, summoning his best men around him, charged a third time, 
Bhouting his war cry " S. George, S. Goorgo " into tho melee crowded round 
the ' Red Dragon of Wales,' beneath which standard Henry Tudor of Richmond 
had taken his position: Sir William Brandon, and Lord Strafford fell by his hand; 
and he had grasped the staff of tho standard, and was about to close with 
Richmond ; when ho was struck to the ground by the battle axe of Sir Rhys, ap 
Thomas, and, before he could recover the effects of the blow, dispatched with 
countless wounds. 

His helm-crown was immediately picked up from the bush into which 
it had fallen, and placed, by the same hand, on Henry Tudor's head. 

Thus, on Bosworth Field, the thirteenth and the last of the battles of 
the rival Roses, the Norman Crown of England was transfered, by Kymric 
hands, to the Tudor dynasty ; and the supreme sovereignty of Britain, the 
4 Un-benaeth Pridain,' restored to the ancient British race." (k.)

The ancestry of Caradoc, in the male line, will be found 
in the Appendix No. L The maternal descent from Caradoc, ap 
Bran (Caractacus) is the following : taking up the point at 

Coel, king of Britain, who married The Princess 

Seradvan, descendant of Caradoc, ap Bran. (See 

Page 15.) Besides their daughter, the Empress Helen, these left 
two sons, Cenen or Cenaw, and Llewelyn (a) ; who, as has been 
said, abdicated in favour of their sister. 
Cenen w r as the father of 

Gwrwst Ledlwm, Prince of Gloster, and his son 
Meirchion Gul was the father of 

Lher or Llyer Marini, or Moleinwen, who, marrying 
Gwenllian, co-heiress of Brychan, king of Brecon, became 
the father, by her, of Prince Caradoc Vraich Vras. Gwenllian , (d) 
or Gwen, Princess of Brecon, built the Church of Talgarth j and 
there she was murdered.

b. " The Welsh Saints give us Gwendolen, or Gwen, as the mother of Caradoc

(History of Christian Names.) 

Note. — The Genealogy has been carefully revised by the rector of Goytrey, by 
Llanover, (a Welsh scholar and genealogist.) 
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Her sister, Arianwen, is ancestress of Joan Cadwgan, wife 
of Rhys Goth. (Ped. No. 2a. in Appendix.) The cross of 
Brychan (No. xm.) is still standing. 

Caradoc, and his charger Lluagor, are celebrated in "the 
Triads." He, as one of the three Knights of battle. 

Of the Cambrian Nation, Tacitus savs : — 

** Cymbri, gens, pauci numcro, sed gloria ingens,'* 

Of all the illustrious chiefs in Cambrian story, we know of none 
more famous than he, in a stanza, ascribed to King Arthur, he 
is called ' the Pillar of Britain.* Dr. Guest is of opinion that 
" after Arthur's death, (cir. 542) Caradoc Vraich Vras continued 
for some years to stem the tide of Saxon invasion, leaving, at 
his death, the same perilous duty to his son Cawrdaf ; one of the 
three British Kings called to the throne by the general 
convention." (c) 

As has been stated, (Page 3) Prince Caradoc is constantly 
affirmed to have been a Knight of Arthur's Round Table. The 
names of the Knights were engraved on the model of the table, 
which formed part of the British regalia ; among them were 
S. David, S. Cadog, (Cerdic or Caradog) Merlin, S. Kentigern. 

Caradoc fell at the battle of Cattraeth (A.D. 570); the 
numbers there engaged were, Cymri, 145,000; Saxon, &c, 
155,000. Few escaped the carnage; amongst them, the Bard 
Aneurin, who, with Taliesin, had been the bard and ornament of 
Arthur's Court; Aneurin' s poem, 'The Gododin,' on the subject 
of this battle, at which he was himself present, is still extant, 
and bears comparison with the noblest efforts of antiquity. 
David Benvras, a poet who lived A.D. 1200, says, 

" Sing praises, as Aneurin of yore, the day ho sang the Gododin." 

Risserden, who flourished A.D. 1300, says, 

" A tongue with the eloquence of Aneurin of splendid song."

This mantle was one of the thirteen royal curiosities, none 
but an honourable woman could put it on. 

They left six sons, Cawrdaf, Hyfaidd, Cleddfwdd, S. 
Cadvarch, S. Tangwn, S. Maethln.

He was buried at Bardsey Abbey, (Ynys Eolli) reputed a 
place of such sanctity, that it was called 'The Rome ' of Britain.

" Twenty thousand Saints of yore

Anarawd, Prince of North Wales, 
defeated the Mercians also, they losing fifteen thousand men in 
the battle of ' Dial Rhodri,' (Rhodri's revenge) at Cynwyd, near 
Conway: after which victory, the Welsh drove the Mercians back 
so far as Warwick, returning with immense booty, (h.) He was 
reigning about 890 and 896. He left two sons, Huganus, and 
Eineon. (l.) 

His elder son, & $fogan, ap (Sfoengg, 

('Sir Huganus,' of John de Cast!) 
Prince of Brecon. " His reign commeuced about the latter end

He lost Fferregs to Elystan Glodrydd, who thus became Prince 
of Fferregs. He married the Princess Chrisly, ap 
Meyric, ap Edwal, (k) which Meyric was murdered (sec 
Page 19) ; her mother was Avandrcg, daughter of Mervyn, King of 
Powys, son of Pthodri Mawr.

Prince of Brecon. " Upon the death of Dryffyn, he was succeeded 
by his son, Maenarch, in the government of Brecknockshire." 
" Under Maenarch the whole of the present county of Brecknock 
became united, and subject to the control of one man. But 
this, the absurd policy of the times, would not long permit to 
continue; accordingly we find Drymbenog, the second son of 
Dryffyn, in possession (not many days after the death of his

She was the 16th from 
Brychan, and sole heiress to her father, who was 15th from 
Caradoc Vraich-Vras." (g.) He was " Lord of Cwmwd." (Cam- 
brian Journal) " Lord of the Conmod," ( Pedigree of Prichard 
Harl MSS. 1075, fol. Si.) 

They left issue,— 1 Bleddyn, 2 Rhys Goch. " Blethin, the 
last of that line of princes, whose authority was finally subverted 
after a possession of between five and six hundred years, from 
A.D. 520, to A.D. 1090, at which date he was slain by Bernard 
Newmarch, one of King William's Barons, at a place on the Usk, 
which still bears the name of 'Battle.'" " The last regal act 
performed either to himself or to any of his race, being his 
sepulture in the abbey of Strata Florida, (Istrad-fflur) the 
Westminster Abbey of South Wales, of which some beautiful 
remains still exist." (No. xvn.) (m.) " The last of his race who 
bore the trappings of royalty, Bleddin, ap Maenarch, soon after 
the death of his father, married Elinor, daughter of TewdWT 
MaWT, and sister to Rhys, apTewdwr, Prince of South Wales,"(G.) 
aunt to the Princess Nesta, wife to Henry the first. " Bleddyn 
left two sons, Gwrgan, and Cradoc ; whose issue (if it has not 
failed) from the continual change of names, cannot now be 
traced." (g.) 

The arms borne by the princes between Wye and Severne, 
in later times only Princes of Brecon, were the same as those of 
Caradoc V.V.

(Llanvair.) He was High Sheriff for Monmouth, in 1596. He 
was buried at Llanover Church in 1622. The date upon the 
stone slab near the entrance to the chancel, W.P., M.P. 1622. 
Mr. Neville mentions, besides the brass plate, " a monument in the 
Church." This monument, which no longer exists, is said to 
have been an altar tomb standing in the centre of the court pew, 
and which was removed when the pew was divided, its removal 
disclosed the date of the burial of Matthew Prichard. 

" Matthew Prichard, of Lanover, Esq., married Sissilt, 
d. to Edward Lewis, of the Yann, Esq., 1619." (l.) This 
date however appears to refer to the date of the visitation. The 
Harl. MSS. 2289, fo. 213, has " Matthew Prichard of Lhanover, 
ma. d. to Sir Edward Lewis of the Van Kt. 1619." This MS. is 
erroneous here as well as elsewhere. 



(k.) " The ancient family of the Prichards were possessed of Llanover Court in 
the county of Monmouth, for many years past, and held great possessions 
there, and in the adjacent -villages."

I, Thomas Evans, rector of Coy trey, in the county of Monmouth, do hereby certify that in 
June, 1S66, I searched the manorial records of the Manor of Pelleny, in the parish of 
Goytrey, and that I found therein the following entries of the Prichards, of 
Goytrey, (or Pelleny) and Llanover. At the Court Leet held in the Manor of* 
Abergavenny in the reign of Charles I. there were present, John William Prichard, and 
William Prichard; also William John Prichard held lands near Rhydymeirch, 
(Llanover) in Pelleny, which he derived from his father. Also, Valentine Prichard 
held lands in Goytrey. Also, William Prichard another entry. Mention is also made 
of William Matthew Prichard. Also, William John Prichard held lands in Llanover, 
and Lanellen. I think it not improbable that Jenkin, alias Ciencin, was sometimes 
called 'Jacobus,' and certainly often called 1 Jenkinus,' by the Welsh. (Set also the 
Latin register of Goytrey Parish.— G. S.) I consider " William Matthew Prichard," 
to lie, strickly speaking, according to the custom of the time, William, ap Matthew, 
ap Prichard. ( No further proof of this is necessary, than to quote ' William, ap John, 
ap Roger; or William John Proger, of Gwcrnddu, mentioned adore. — G.S.J I also add 
that, upon a careful examination and consideration of all the existing evidences, which 
laborious search into the records that still exist to shed light upon the history of the 
family of Prichard , of Llanover, has brought out; I believe that Mr. Neville, my 
predecessor, at Goytrey, from 1738 to 1 742, was correct in the account of the issue of 
Matthew Prichard, of Llanover, which was by him sent to Thomas Prichard, son of 
William, and grandson of Jenkin, the second son of Matthew. And that the William 
who held hnde. near Rhydymeuxh, which is in the village of Llanover, is the elder 
brother of Jenkin, and Benjamin Prichard of the family of Llanover. 

1 also hereby certify that R. Neville was rector of this parish of Goytrey, in 1742, and for 
several years before that date ; and that the property said by him to have been claimed 
by Benjamin's family is the house, &c. at Goytrey, then adjoining the glebe, and still 
adjoining it. (No. xlvii.) 

Witness my hand this 2nd August, 1866, Thomas Evans, rector of Goytrey. 

I fully concur w<m .»ir. Evans in the view he takes of Mr. Neville's letter, Aug. 2, 1866, 
'Joshua Evans, vicar of Llanover." 
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part ("a messuage ") of the Prichard property at Llanover, in the 
Court Leet records; at the same date, the eldest son of Matthew, 
William Prichard is entered in more than one place as still 
holding Llanover property. 

In 1692, Llanover House is entered as in the possession 
of the Cecils; it was purchased before 1834 by Sir B. Hall. 

In 1699, there is again an entry that Prichard property 
was still held by a Walter Rurasey. 

The will of Barbara Rumsey was proved at Llandaff, in 
1653. There is no trace of her having inherited or possessed 
any Llanover property. 

Their descendants were holding property at Llanover 
when visited by David Edwardes, in 1682. 

With reference to the eld. son, in 1655, the address to Oliver Cromwell 
was signed by " William Prichard, of Monmouthshire." 

There were present at the Court Leet, held at Abergavenny, 1631, "Anno 
regis nostri defensor* fidei Carol*, sexto, &c. William John Prichard, (o.) William 
Prichard, and Jacobus Prichard," William Prichard occurs after this date holding 
lands in Pelleny (Goytrey), near Rhydyemirch (Llanover.) There is other mention 
of William, and one of him as " William Matthew Prichard." 

" He had no issue male." " Maud ye daughter of William Prichard, 
baptised 22nd Nov., 1617." An entry copied by Mr. Neville from an old Goytrej 
register, (no longer in existence) was, as he states, of " the Court House," Llanover, 
for during Matthew's life time (1617) no doubt the eldest son occupied the Manor 
house of Goytrey. It does not appear whether this daughter lived to be married. 

Tradition was rife at Llanover in Mr. Neville's time that Mr. Prichard 
ruined himself groatly by paying the fines of the Royalist prisoners, (k.) and for 
what these fines sometimes were ace Note to Fed.

(Z.) The earliest entry of Walter Rumsey holding Prichard property, namely, a messuage 
at Llanover, is that of the Court Leet, held 6th of Charles I. ; it is not entered as an 
inheritance. At the Court in 1694, Katharine Rumsey was j resented as holding 
property in Llanover, which Walter Rumsey acquired from Bartholomew Springet, on 
30th May, 1628. 

(K.) "Your great grandfather, who was a captain in the King's army." (R. Neville.) Such 
was the account which William, son of Jenkyn, had given to his son, Thomas Prichard, 
with whom Mr. Neville was in correspondence; who writes to him about 1738 that this 
was also the tradition in his time at Llanover, where he had made enquiry of the Vicar, 
and Churchwardens, and others likely to be informed, and that this account "tallys with 
the history of your father." In all probability, Captain Jenkin rrichard perished in 
the civil war, as there is no record of his claiming his son when the trouble was passed. 

(1..) The estate was "contiguous to my glebe, some of it in my parish." (Goytrey.) The 
boundary wall between the glebe and the Goytrey Manor, is still repaired at the joint 
expense of the present owner and the Rector. Of the kind of manner in which might 
prevailed over right in these troublous times, a document is quoted and will be found 
in Ped. No. 17 (Appendix), there introduced by way of illustration to this case. 
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extant, there being no register either of 
Goytrey, or Llanover, prior to the restoration 
in 1661, preserved. 

He left Wales in IC46, when the King's cause 
was finally lost, and Raglan Castle, the last 
fortress which held out for the King, was des- 
troyed by Fairfax. He finally settled at Chorley, 
in Lancashire, where already his kinsman, Roger 
Prichard, (q.) had married Catharine, the third 
daughter of Richard Bold, of Bold, by Anna, 
daughter of Sir Peter Legh, of Lyme, by whom 
he had issue, Roger, died an infant.

An anecdote of Milo, interesting only as throwing a light upon the kind of social intercourse 

between the Cymric and Norman nobility of those early times; preserved as it is by 

one who himself wrote during those times. 
"In the reign of King Henry 1st, Gruffydd, son of Rhys, ap Theodor, held under the king 

one comot, namely the 4th part of the cantred of Caoc, in the Cantref Mawr 

which in title and dignity, was esteemed by the Welsh equal to Dehenbarth. 
When Gruffydd, on his return to the king's court, passed by the lake of Brycheinioc, which 

was covered with water-fowl of various kinds, being accompanied by Milo, Earl of 

Hereford, and Payn FitzJohn, Lord of Ewyas, Earl Milo, wishing to draw from 

Gruffydd some discourse concerning his innate nobility, rather jocularly than 

seriously thus addressed him:— 
"It is an ancient saying in Wales that if the natural prince of the country, coming to this 

lake, shall order the birds to 6ing, they will immediately obey him." 
To which Gruffydd, richer in mind than in gold (for though his inheritance was diminished 

his ambition and dignity remained), answered : — 
"Do you therefore, who now hold the land, first give the command; but he and Payn 

having in vain done so, Gruffydd, perceiving it was necessary for him to do so in 

his turn, falling on his knees prostrate on the ground, with his eyes and bands uplifted 

to heaven, poured forth devout prayers. 
At length rising and signing his forehead with the figure of the cross, he thus openly spake:— 
" Almighty God, who knowest all things, declare here this day Thy power. If thou hast 

caused me to descend lineally from the natural princes of Wales, I command these 

birds, in Thy name, to declare it; and the birds, beating the water with their wings, 

began to cry aloud and proclaim him." 
When Milo and Payn returned to court and related this, the king is said to have replied 

with an oath:— 

•«It is not a matter of so much wonder; for although by our great authority, we 
commit acts of violence and wrong against these people, yet they are known to be 
the rightful inheritors of this land." (Giraldut Cambrensis, Vol. 1, page 39.)

(C) " Streatlam Castle came to this family by marriage of Sir Adam Bowes, chamberlain to 
the Duke of Bedford, Regent of France, who rebuilt the castle about 1450." (Burkes 
Visitation of Seats, 1 854.) "Near this stands Stretlam, for a long time the seat 
of the famous and knightly family of Bowes, or 1 de arcubus,' their pedigree is from 
W. de Arcubus, to whom (as I have read) Alanus Niger, Earl of Britain, gave it in 
these words, that he should bear for his armes, the scutcheon of Britain, with 3 bent 
bowes in it. " ( Camden's Britannia. ) 

(D.) " Raff Fen wicke, of Stanton, son of John Fenwicke, by Mary, d. to Sir Raff Grey, of 
Gillingham." (Dethik. ) Sir Raff Grey was Sheriff of Norham, 1 502, and d. Aug. 
22, 1506-7. (Hippie's fam. of Grey.) (Scheme, No. CI.) 

Descent through Greys of Horton, a younger branch of the Greys of Heton. (See Ped. 17.) 
Barry of 6. ar. and az. a bend gu. 

Sir Roger Grey, of Horton, Kt, will dated 14 Feb. 1540, bur. at Belford, mar. Jane, (Isabel) 
dau. of William Lord Darcy, and sister to Thomas Lord Darcy who was beheaded

(Jiaitiis North 
Durham. ) From the Revelys the Dukes of Northumberland claim descent through 
Sir Hugh Smithson ; within the chancel of Mitford Church is the tomb and effigy of 
Bertram Revely, & 1622. Mitford Castle, (No. xcix) now in ruins, is on the river 
Wansbcck ; it occu; ied nearly an acre of ground, and is skirted on the south and 
west by a deep moat. The only daughter and heiress of Sir John Mitford, of 
Mitford, was conferred by William I. on Sir Richard Bertram, a Norman Knight. 

In 1749, Robert Alder, and his eldest son Thomas, are called " of Prendwick. "

In Raine's North Durham he is called son of Cuthbert, (who died without male issue) 
the mistake arising probably from the great-uncle and nephew both holding lands at Alnham 
He is succeeded at Alneham by " Robert Alder, gent.," 1704. (Baronial Cmtrt Rolls.)

J. P. Custos Rotulorum, and 
appointed Deputy Governor of the County, by the Earl of Westmoreland, in 1793; younger 
brother of Andrew Robinson Stoney, who assumed the name of Bowes upon his marriage 
with Maria Eleanor, dowager Countess of Strathmore, only daughter and heiress of George 
Bowes, of Streatlam Castle, and Gibside, Durham. (See Page 99.)

On one in Charlton Maxwell Church : " Sept. 18, 1638, Thomas Lyte, of Lyte's Carie, 
in lineal descent of that surname and family, the fourteenth, here resteth in the Lord ; Mihi 
vita Christus." 

A visit of Henry VIII. to Lyte's Carie is commemorated by the Royal arms carved upon the 
wall of one of the rooms. In Elizabeth's time Henry Lyte, of Lyte's Carie, was the author 
of some works, two of which, both dedicated to that Queen, are in the possession of his 
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descendant the Rev. Henry NY. M. Light. Camden speaks of this family as " Studious of 
all good knowledge." {Britannia)
